After all. when a movie is being made 
with stars such as Neeley, who played 
the lead in • Jesus Christ Superstar.” and 
DiCenzo. who played attorney Vincent 
Bugliosi in the tv movie “ Helter 
Skelter." it is smart to send in stunt men 
at the proper moment and let them take 
the risks 


The television pilot is called “ Sam and 


T ” and is directed by Lee H Katzin. who 
also directed Steve McQueen in “ Le 
Mans” He also directed the pilot tv 
films of “ Mod Squad’’ and “ The Quest.” 


Actor Harry Morgan, now appearing 
weekly as Col. Potter in “ M*A*S*H” 
plays a sheriff in the episode 


The stunt man in charge of the pilot, 
which is being produced in part through 
CBS and MGM. is Bill Catching 


Catching has been in the business for 
29 years He says stunt men must be 
athletically inclined and able to think 
and move fast 
Catching, a helpful, but unhurried man 
sporting a cowboy hat and sunglasses, 
must meet those criteria because in all 
his professional years he has only broken 
a thumb and a toe. 
What was his most dangerous feat? 
“ Oh. hell. 1 don't know” he began, “ a 
lots ot guys ask me that I ve hung from 
clitfs. but 1 was most uneasy when I was 
hanging from a helicopter 


“ I was suppose to be walking on water. 
1 was playing Christ in a movie within a 
movie 1 nearly drowned twice ” 
Catching is reluctant to say any more 
about being a stunt man. He believes 
that stunt men should not receive 
publicity because “ it takes away from 
the glamour of the movies” 


“ This is the world of magic and make- 
believe If the public knows our secrets, 
then the magic is lost.” he explained 


He did relate that actor Jock Mahoney 
was probably the top stunt man to come 
out of Hollywood, that stunt men make 
more money than actors because they 
work more often and that for “ Sam and 
T ” he has three of the “ best stunt men in 
the business” working for him 


During a five-minute break, DiCenzo 
went over to the portable coffee dis­ 
penser for a cup. In his estimation 
Catching is the best stunt coordinator 
that can be found and for two reasons 
“ First.” he said, “ he's been in the 
business for a long time And second, he 
will not let anything happen without 
checking it out personally himself 


The film crew finished its work in the 
valley Friday.

The Fukuda visit will be March 21-22, 
the Japanese government said 
The only other leader Mondale per­ 
sonally invited to the United States on 
behalf of President Carter was British 
Prime Minister James Callaghan. 
The one hour and a half meeting 
between Fukuda and Mondale dealt 
almost exclusively with economics, and 
officials traveling with the vice presi­ 
dent said they expected a second 
meeting to deal with strategic and

Members of the Vice President’s party 
said that throughout the session Mondale 
stressed Carter’s desire to “ refrain from 
surprises and consult closely with the 
Japanese on all issues of mutual con­ 
cern.” 


The Vice President told Fukuda the 
United States will soon name “ a high 
caliber ambassador” to Japan although 
the diplomat has not been picked 


Mondale and Fukuda talked about the 
responsibility of the United States, 
Japan and Germany — the three 
strongest industrial economies — to ex­ 
pand their own economies and at the 
same time improve the world economic 
picture to aid countries in a weaker con­ 
dition 
At the end of today’s session, Mondale 
and F'ukuda discussed briefly a possibile 
limit of Japanese exports 
The two leaders also discussed the an­ 
ticipated economic summit meeting and 
were expected to engage in more 
economic discussions on Tuesday before 
Mondale heads home, ending the Carter 
administration’s first diplomatic mis­ 
sion overseas.

Great Lakes squalls today clobbered 
shoreline communities with paralyzing 
new snows, another storm dumped up to 
8 inches of snow across the South and 
only slightly moderating cold deepened 
the energy crisis in the Ohio Valley and 
the East. 
An estimated 1.6 million to 2 million 
workers were idled in industries and 
businesses forced to shut down because 
of cold-triggered energy shortages, and 
there were indications the number would 
mount this week 
Watertown. N Y . was having its worst 
storm in memory The city east of Lake 
Ontario got 26 inches of snow in 18 hours 
and more than 4 feet in 72 hours. Fifty- 
mile-an-hour winds piled 15-foot drifts 
and blew the snow so hard that visibility 
dropped to zero 
All cars were ordered off the roads and 
hundreds of motorists were stranded at 
motels, restaurants, fire barns and 
stores in Jefferson and Lewis counties, 
N.Y. 
Near-blizzard snows swirled through 
hard-hit Buffalo on 50-mile-an-hour 
winds, cutting visibility to zero at times 
in 5-above-zero temperatures 
The 
renewed winter assault came as 
National Guardsmen prepared to blitz 
the city with bulldozers, front-end 
loaders, dump trucks and other snow

quickly on 
gas measure 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - With a bipar­ 
tisan plea for quick action and a warning 
that America’s “ energy picnic” is over. 
Senate leaders today sought to finish by 
Tuesday or earlier work on President 
Carter’s emergency natural gas legisla­ 
tion. 
“ The American people have been on an 
energy picnic 
The picnic is over, 
Senate Democratic Leader Robert Byrd 
of West Virginia said Byrd added that he 
hoped work would be completed on 
Carter's plan by Tuesday at the latest 
His Republican counterpart, Howard 
Baker of Tennessee, said Congress must 
make sure the crisis of this winter does 
not become “ a predictable annual 
event " 
Both urged their colleagues to approve 
the bill sent them by Carter without 
opening it to long-term, price-freeing 
amendments. 
The bill includes authority to order 
pipeline companies to share supplies so 
that the highest-priority users get the 
gas they need this winter, and authority 
for pipelines to buy gas wherever they 
can. outside the normal price controls 
policed by the Federal Power Commis­ 
sion. 
“ I ’m confident we will persuade the 
senators to restrain their zest to deal 
with the natural gas situation on the 
long-term basis,” Byrd said

The storm in the South was centered 
today in the Gulf states east of the Mis­ 
sissippi River. It left up to 8 inches of 
snow in northern Texas, up to 6 inches in 
northern Louisiana and 4 inches in 
southern Arkansas and parts of Missis­ 
sippi. 
Three inches of snow had fallen by ear­ 
ly today at Montgomery, Ala., and a 
combination of snow and freezing rain 
left an inch of ice on streets at Mobile, 
Ala. 
At least 19 airline flights were 
canceled at Shreveport. La., airport and 
police handled many minor accidents. 
“ There’s been a gob of them,” state 
police Sgt P L Fields said. 
Key Ohio utilities asked nearly 43,000 
industrial and commercial users of 
natural gas to shut down at least until 
Saturday. The cutbacks were expected to 
boost the number of Ohioans temporarily 
out of work because of the weather and 


the fuel shortage to nearly 1 million 
More than 25.000 auto workers across 
the nation were laid off today because of 
the Deep Freeze. Layoffs Friday left 
more than 125,000 temporarily out of 
work in the industry. 
The Washington Gas Light Co. ex­ 
tended its gas use curtailment plan until 
at least Saturday. Virginia Gov Mills 
Godwin told President Carter that his 
state's fuel oil supply could be exhausted 
within five to 10 days Thousands of 
Maryland and Virginia workers were be­ 
ing added to the temporarily unemployed 
today. 
In the Midwest, people talked about a 
“ warmup.” but it was still unseasonably 
cold Chicago, in its 35th day of freezing 
weather, had a low of 4 above zero and a 
wind chill of 25 below. Wisconsin's low 
was 5 below and Ed Green, a federal 
forecaster in Milwaukee, said he 
wouldn't class it as a warming trend 
“ But,” he added, “ it will be nicer than 
the air from the North Pole that has been 
in Wisconsin.”

Nation's energy 
crisis at-a-glance 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Here are the 
latest developments in the energy crisis 
at a glance: 


— Congress begins work today on 
President 
C a r t e r ’s request 
for 
emergency authority to allocate natural 
gas supplies. Leaders hope to have the 
measure on C arter’s desk by the 
weekend if they can stop a drive to tie 
gas price decontrol to the emergency 
legislation. 


— Carter warned that some suburban 
communities may run out of gas within a 
week or two if the bitter cold weather 
continues and said plans should be 
drafted to evacuate people to National 
Guard armories or schools if necessary. 


— A U PI survey in 15 states east of the 
Rocky Mountains shows unemployment 
related to the energy shortage could 
total 16 million to 2 million today as 
plants fail to open on schedule. 


— Arctic cold strangled the East and a 
new snowstorm took aim on the 
Southland, with up to four inches ex­ 
pected in Louisiana, Mississippi, Alaba­ 
ma and Georgia today. 


— New Jersey law enforcement of­ 
ficials say they’ll soon make spot checks 
of residential thermostats to insure 
compliance with requirement to drop 
daytime temperatures to 65 degrees. 


— Voluntary gas conservation in Penn­ 
sylvania enabled the state to clear 
weekend crisis, but serious shortages 
continue in many areas. 


Final adoption of four ordinances 
relating to the keeping of animals in 
Lompoc as well as the introduction of 
two additional ordinances on the same 
subject will be considered by the City 
Council when it meets Tuesday at 7:30 
p.m. at City Hall, 119 W. Walnut Ave. 
At its January 18 meeting, the council 
introduced the four ordinances on animal 
keeping and agreed to entertain ad­ 
ditional action that would permit the 
keeping of certain prohibited animals by 
4-H, FFA and other organized youth 
groups 
When the proposal went back to the 
planning commission for drafting the 
change, it also was discovered that a 
previously requested provision for the 
banning of crowing roosters had been 
omitted from the first four ordinance 
proposals. 
The four proposals up for final adop­ 
tion include an ordinance banning all but 
commonly recognized household pets ex­ 
cept in proper zones; one prohibiting the 
keeping of wild aminals and bees except 
for scientific or educational purposes; 
one limiting the number of dogs that may 
be kept in a household to four; and one 
providing for a post-seizure hearing for 
impounded animals. 
Introduction is scheduled for the or­ 
dinances providing for special tem­ 
porary use permits to maintain youth 
project animals and to prohibit crowing 
roosters 
Also on the seven-page agenda for 
Tuesday night’s meeting are three public 
hearings, one on the adoption of various 
uniform codes; one to consider changes 
in the Comprehensive Zoning Ordinances 
and one to consider a Housing Assistance 
Plan for third year Community Develop­ 
ment Block Grant program funding 
City Administrator Gene Wahlers will 
give a status report on racquetball 
facility negotiations with the county and 
with developers of the proposed facility 
and on a regional wastewater manage­ 
ment system agreement between the 


city and the Park Water Company. 
City Attorney Alan Davidson will 
report on the newest developments in the 
city’s public liability insurance program 
and Public Works Director Barry 
Gustafson will outline the proposed es­

Congress receives 
Carter economic plan 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Carter today proposed to Congress his 
twoyear. 
$31.2 
billion 
“ economic 
recovery” package which would include 
a $50 tax rebate for almost every 
American and create 750,000 jobs 
"A vigorous U S economy is vital to 
our domestic welfare as well as to world 
stability and order,” Carter said in a 
special message The Carter package 
was originally made public last week. 
His message today repeated the 
highlights. 


Carter also held a Cabinet meeting to­ 
day with the chief topic of discussion be­ 
ing the nation’s serious shortage of 
natural gas Congress has promised to 
act promptly on his proposed legislation 
aimed at alleviating the situation. 


To revive the ailing economy, Carter 
proposed: 
— Individual tax rebates, and pay­ 
ments to Social Security, and Railroad 
retirement beneficiaries which will total 
$11.4 billion. 
— An increase of $4 billion in 
authorizations for local public works 
— An expansion of public service 
employment by 415,000 jobs 
— Expansion of training and youth 
programs under the Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act by 346.000 
positions 
— A $4 billion program of tax reform 


and simplification for individuals. 
— An optional credit for businesses 
against income taxes equal to 4 per cent 
of payroll taxes or an additional 2 per 
cent investment tax credit. 
— An increase in the countercyclical 
revenue sharing program designed to 
pay out an additional $1 billion a year in 
current rates of unemployment 
“ The economic program I have 
proposed will set the stage for substan­ 
tial growth in the years ahead,” Carter 
said “ It will restore consumer confi­ 
dence and consumer purchasing power; 
it will encourage businessmen to invest 
in a long-term growing economy; it will 
pave the way for a balanced federal 
budget by fiscal year 1981. 
“ This program, if it is passed, should 
increase the nation’s output at a rate of 
$14 and $18 billion per year by the end of 
1977 and $25 and $35 billion per year by 
the end of 1978," Carter said. 
“ Together with a previously an­ 
ticipated growth of the economy, the 
program should reduce unemployment 
by almost one million by the end of this 
year, with further reductions in 1978.“

Johns-M anville’s 
present 
medical program of examining 
its workers is “adequate,” ac­ 
cording to a federal doctor who 
is involved in a health hazard 
in v e stig a tio n of the local 
diatomaceous earth mining and 
million plant. 
H ow ever, the com pany’s 
program prior to 1973 “wasn’t 
worth much,” said Dr. Chann- 
ing M eyer, m edical section 
chief of the health hazard 
evaluation branch of NIOSH 
(National Institute for Oc­ 
cupational Safety and Health.) 
The investigation is being 
co n d u cted by the fed e ral 
agency at the request of Local 
146 In tern atio n al C hem ical 
Workers Union at J-M. said Dr. 
Meyer 
The union claimed to NIOSH 
in August that “we have had the 
tragic experience of a large 
number of employe death cer­ 
tificates indicating a direct 
relationship between asbestos, 
silica and their deaths ” 
Asbestos, a known cause of 
cancer and other diseases, is 
used in processing at J-M 
Another reason for the in­ 
v e s tig a tio n , 
ac co rd in g to 
NIOSH industrial hygienist Mel 
Okawa in San Francisco, is that 
the com pany w as cited in 
February 1976 by state inspec­ 
tors for having unsafe and il­ 
legal levels of airborne silica 
dust (diatomaceous earth) in 
three tested plant locations 
Among other allegations, the 
union has publicly charged that 
w o rk e rs a re e x p o se d to 
dangerous levels of asbestos 
and silica dust and that J-M 
doctors have purposely failed to 
tell workers they were develop­ 
ing work-related diseases 
J-M has denied all the 
charges. 
Dr 
M eyer arriv ed from 
NIOSH headquarters in Cincin­ 
nati Ohio last week and made a 
four day study of J-M s past and 
present 
medical surveillance 
program 
of workers Meeting 
Thursday afternoon with com­ 
pany and union officials, he 
reported that in his judgment it 
was unnecessary for NIOSH to 
medically examine workers 
He told the Record that J-M s 
present program is “adequate" 
and to do examinations “ would 
be just a repeat of things 
already being done adequately 
here ' 


He continued, though, that he 
would suggest how the program 
can be improved by adding 
hypertension, d iab etes and 
other tests 
Before 1973 the company’s 
medical examination program 
was not worth much” because 
“ they didn't do enough." stated 
the doctor 
Even so. federal and state 
agents report that J-M's check­ 
up program was not in violation 
of the law because the company 
wasn't required then to give 
employes annual exams 
Whatever they did was what 
they wanted to do.” remarked 
Okawa 
The pre-1973 program, said 
Dr 
M eyer 
c o n s is te d of 
physu al exams and x-rays, but 
did not include pulmonary func­ 
tion tests which detect early 
signs of b re a th in g a b n o r­ 
malities 
In 1973 workers started get­ 
ting such a test when J-M con­ 
tracted with the Valley Medical 
Group in Lompoc to conduct an­ 
nual check-ups of its employes 
When that contract expired in 
December 1975. it wasn't until 
November 1976 that J-M found a 
new medical group, the Santa 
Barbara Medical Clinic 
It took th is long, a J-M 
spokesman has said, because 
“ of the m alpractice problem 
and the doctor shortage ’ 
Dr 
Meyer stressed that a 
continual 
m edical check-up 
program is important in or 
to m o n ito r th e h ealth 


workers who have been exposed 
to high dust levels. 
J-M is investing thousands of 
dollars for additional ventila­ 
tion systems “designed to con­ 
tinue meeting tighter dust con­ 
trol standards" set by the state, 
reports J-M. Since 1971 it has 
spent over $2 million for major 
environm ental control im ­ 
provements at the plant. 
Because of the February cita­ 
tion. the state Department of 
Health issued a special order 
fo r J-M to m a i n t a i n a 
“ minimum" health examina­ 
tion program for workers. J-M 
is appealing the order because 
“ we already provide annual 
m edical check-ups for our 
w orkers," 
said a company 
spokesman 
The special order requires, 
among other things, the com­ 
pany to provide annual physical 
examinations of all workers 
with five or more years ex­ 


posure to silica and at least one 
examination every three years 
for those exposed for less than 
five years

Congress opened hearings 
into its new $2 billion “job 
creation” program last week 
amid a barrage of criticism 
over its provisions and the way 
it was administered. 
“A stunning example of pork- 
barrel politics and bureaucratic 
incompetence,” was the way 
Congressman Robert Lagomar­ 
sino characterized the program 
as hearings got under way 
before the House Public Works 
Committee. 
"The w orst part is the 
American taxpayer winds up 
footing the bill.” 
Lagomarsino, one of the few 
who opposed the program at the 
time of its passage, said it was 
a “toss-up” which was worse — 
the way the bill was written or 
the way it was administered. 
“I doubt whether more than 
100 people will be put to work, 
for an average of maybe six 
months,” he said in describing 
the impact of the program in 
Ventura and Santa Barbara 
Counties, both of which have 
unemployment rates above the 
national average. 
“That’s a very poor return on 
a program which is costing 
every man, woman and child in 
the country $10 this year.” 
He suggested Congress could 
have created more jobs by 
simply allowing people to keep 
the money to save or spend as 
they wished. “Savings create 
capital for new jobs.” he noted, 
“ and s p e n d i n g c r e a t e s 
demand “ 
L a g o m a r s i n o 
s a i d 
t he 
program ’s policy failures were 
c o m p o u n d e d by poor a d ­ 
ministration “ Ventura County 
has two per cent of California’s 
unemployed, but we got less 
than one-fourth of one per cent 
of the funds allocated to the 
state," he commented. “ Santa 
Barbara and San Luis Obispo 
Counties fared just as badly.” 
Lagomarsino submitted let­ 
ters to the committee from 
government agencies in his dis- 
t r i c t , 
w h i c h 
d e t a i l e d 
b u r ea u c r at i c foul-ups and 
shifting criteria used in ad­ 
ministering the bill. 
Local agencies spent thou­ 
sands of tax dollars preparing 
their applications, only to have 
t h e m lost or a r b i t r a r i l y 
rejected by federal officials,” 
he remarked. “ I’m beginning to 
wonder whether it’s even possi­ 
ble for the government to ad­ 
minister such a program, given 
the short tim e frame in which it 
has to be implemented to be ef­ 
fective." 
He said any such future 
programs should take into ac­ 
count the inflationary effect of 
government spending and the 
inherent 
inefficiencies of 
government.

appointed Wright, a Los An­ 
geles County superior court 
jurist, to the state Court of Ap­ 
peal in 1968 and named him 
chief justice two years later 


He cam e to the high court 
bench as a conservative but his 
opinion for abolition of the 
death penalty in 1972 stunned 
Reagan, who had once said. “ It 
is my fervent hope that under 
Justice W right's able leader­ 
ship. the court will return to a 
policy of judicial restraint."

Performer Shane gives concert 


Hal 
Shane, 
smger-guitanst-dancer, 
performed Jan 23 for members of Com­ 
munity Concerts Association He is all of 
these things but he also writes songs 
Shane probably comes close to being a 
modern-day troubadour or minstrel He 
is what the New Christy Minstrels should 
be. but are not His instant charm and 
many-faceted talent made for a pleasant 
afternoon 


Few performers play the guitar as 
well as Hal Shane to cover the wide 
range of material which this program 
contained Still the variety of song styles 
was probably greater than the variety of 
the performances themselves 
'Hiere 
tended to be a sameness of tone and 
style 
The folk-Broadway show voice 
production does have its limitations but 
Shane used his light clear voice with in 
telligence At least he doesn't use or 
need a microphone This is rare today 


He opened and closed with music from 
the theater where he has had wide ex­ 
perience The ballad style of "Who Will 
Buy" from Oliver was a nice opener. 
Others were "Luck Be a Lady” from 
"Guvs and Dolls" ": "If We Onlv Have 


Lo ve" from "Jacq u es B r e l"; and 
Money to Bum " from "Half a Six­ 
pence" 
"Fascinating Rhythm" and " I Got 
Rhythm" by George and Ira Gershwin 
made an interesting medley Two Gospel 
songs were included 
his own "Lord 
Hear My Name” and 
When They Ring 
Those Golden Bells " 
Shane has studied guitar since the age 
of 12 and he put this talent to use in 
Prelude No 4 in E minor" by Brazilian. 
V illa Lobos and the trad itio n al 
"Romance de Amor" edited by Gomez 
These were well played even if they did 
not have the smoothness of technique or 
excitement of some classical guitarists 
The American Folklore group con­ 
tained a Kingston Trio version of "The

— or do they? 


MOSCOW (U P I) - Soviet officials 
resumed talks over exclusive U.S. televi­ 
sion rights for the 1980 Olympics with 
ABC today, less than 24 hours after NBC 
announced it had won them 
Robert T Howard, president of NBC. 
said the network would sign an Inter­ 
national Olympic Committee (IOC) 
television rights agreement and a second 
technical services agreement Tuesday 
with the Soviet Olympic Committee 
But a spokesman for the Soviet com­ 
mittee denied the rights had been 
awarded and the committee reopened 
talks with Roone Arledge. president of 
ABC Sports 
No one has as yet been awarded the 
rights Each company can say what it 
wants but NBC did not receive the 
rights.' Alan E Starodub of the Soviet 
Olympic Committee said. 
Starodub said any agreement would 
need prior approval by the IOC but 
Howard said such agreements normally 
were signed first and then submitted to 
the IOC 


We definitely have reached agree­ 
ment and the signing will be tomorrow 
afternoon” the NBC president said He 
said NBC was considering a live telecast 
of the signing 
NBC announced Sunday it had come to 
terms with the Soviets but gave no 


details Howard refused today to say how 
much money was involved 
CBS President Robert Wussier said in 
the United States that when his network 
dropped out of the bidding last week the 
Soviets were asking combined-fees-plus- 
equipment worth $82 million with 80 per 
cent to be paid within 30 months. 


Wussler said he expected any U.S. 
network would have to spend another $20 
million in production expenses for a total 
of more than $100 million 


The $82 million would be more than 
three times the $25 million paid for 
television rights to last summer's Olym­ 
pic Games at Montreal, which were 
televised in the United States by ABC. 
ABC paid $13 5 million for rights to the 
1972 Summer Olympics at Munich

I have three 
such shades and new ones would cost at least $10 each so 
would dipping them in water and detergent and then rin­ 
sing remove the yellow color. I am afraid to use bleach 
without som e instructions so what is your opinion9 — 
MRS E.N.O. 
DEAR MRS. E.N.O. — I would not use bleach under 


any condition as the heat from light bulbs has doubtless 
weakened the fibers in the shade fabric and they might 
just fall apart. Do not try even washing shades if they 
have any glued parts. Washing would get them clean but 
I am afraid the yellowed look is there to stay. Does 
anyone else have anything to offer concerning such 
shades? If so do let us bear from you. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Most of the Pointers are concerned with 


things to do but mine is for something not to do I had taken 
some medicine that was in one of those bottles with a “ child 
proof” lid that a child supposedly cannot open When the bottle 
was empty my four-year-old son wanted to play with the em p­ 
ty bottle so I gave it to him and found he could open the “ child 
proof” lid I asked him how he knew how to open the bottle and 
he said he had watched me do it My point is that one should 
not let a child even watch you open such a bottle as lives might 
be saved by taking this precaution I wish someone had warn­ 
ed me.

DEAR POLLY — I have just rediscovered something 1 knew 


and did 50 years ago. 1 wanted to use some old lace and em ­ 
broidery on doll clothes I was making But regardless of how 1

A year earlier, the Internal Revenue 
Service delicately audited Nixon s tax 
returns and found them to be in perfect 
order But press exposes and a congres­ 
sional investigation persuaded the IRS to 
conduct a second audit in 1974 
This revealed that Nixon had deeded 
one-third of his vice presidential papers 
developed at the taxpayers 
expense, 
back to the taxpayers In return for this 
gift, he claimed a $576.000 tax deduction 
There was one hitch, the law permit­ 
ting tax deductions for personal papers 
had expired 
But White House aide 
Edward Morgan got around this obstacle 
by illegally backdating the gift 
It was a clear case of fraud, which nor­ 
mally would have been brought against 


the errant taxpayer. But Taxpayer Nixon 
claimed he was unaware of the 
backdating 
The two attorneys who prepared the 
fraudulent returns. Herbert Kalmbach 
and Frank DeMarco, swore they ex­ 
plained the tax figures carefully to Nix­ 
on They spent about 30 minutes on April 
10. 1970. going over the returns with him 
Nixon carefully checked each page 
before signing the forms, they testified 
For that matter, he had started out his 
law career as a tax attorney. 
Nixon s tax documents also show that 
he took a personal interest in claiming 
every possible deduction He contended, 
according to the documents, that “a 
public man does very little of a personal 
nature " Therefore, he instructed his 
aides to count all entertainment and gifts 
as “business“ deductions. 
But the fraud charges were brought 
against the unfortunate Morgan, who 
pleaded guilty Nixon was merely nailed 
for negligence. He paid an assessment of 
$284.70*16 for back taxes for the years 
1970 to 71 and 1971 to ’72 The IRS in­ 
formed him that he also owed another 
$148 080 97 in back taxes for 1969 But the 
1969 assessment didn't really have to be 
paid because the statute of limitations 
had run out 
On April 3. 1974. Nixon solemnly 
promised to pay up all his back taxes, in­ 
cluding the 1969 bill Yet he still hasn't 
paid the $148 080 97 If he had been found 
guilty of Iraud. the statute of limitations 
would no longer apply, and he couldn t 
avoid paying the full $148,080 97 
Inside sources tell us that the former 
president should have been charged with 
fraud They suspect the White House 
pressure, though it failed to block the tax 
audit, may have led to downgrading the 
fraud charge Both Alexander and Shultz 
insisted, however, that they resisted all 
White House political pressure. 
They conceded that the Nixon audit 
was only one of many cases in which the 
White House tried to meddle. In 1973. for 
example, the White House quietly 


protested an IRS decision to examine 
political com m ittees. There was a 
similar howl from the White House when 
the IRS decided to tax political parties 
Alexander told us that Nixon also tried 
to use the Bureau of Alcohol. Tobacco 
and Firearms for political purposes The 
bureau, once part of the IRS. became a 
separate entity under Nixon The former 
president planned to use the new agency 
as a retuge for political hacks, such as 
the convicted Warergate burglar G 
Gordon Liddy. according to Alexander 
Footnote We have been unable to get 
any comment from Richard Nixon

Some Pentagon officials suggested 
that the United States could play the 
same game and recommended ferrying 
over South Korean troops to fight the 
Cubans The South Koreans proved in 
Vietnam that they are fierce jungle 
fighters 
At the lower levels, there is still talk of 
using South Koreans in Africa if the 
Soviets continue to import Cubans to 
fight for them 
I nt elligence 
reports 
indicate, 
meanwhile, that the ( ubans have failed 
to defeat Jonas Savimbi s non- 
Commumst guerrillas in Angola 
The 
Cubans reportedly are concentrating 
their strength in the key centers They 
have made themselves unpopular, it is 
also reported, by stealing food from the 
villagers 
The guerrillas have been able to use 
the “Cuban occupation," therefore, as a 
battlecrv In many ways. Angola is turn 
ing in to Fidel Castro’s Vietnam.

revolt of Nat Turner, or with other such 
revolts. No sympathy with the notion 
that it was tolerable, in order to further 
a political end. to take women, children, 
or for that matter men. and torture them 
to death, in order to justify the random 
strategic purposes of liberation. 
Did Vietnam change that'1 Or was it 
Algeria0 In both countries, it became 
routine to use terrorism against the civil 
population for the sake of making a 
political point 
We begin nowadays to judge events of 
terrorism almost as if in anticipation of 
their success, which is why — one as­ 
sumes - our then ambassador to the 
United Nations Mr William Scranton 
found himself justifying terrorism as an 
instrument of liberation a year ago. 
Consider recent events in Rhodesia A 
few davs before Christmas, two dozen 
terrorists from neighboring Mozambique 
entered a compound in Rhodesia in the 
early evening, rounded up all the men. 
women, and children they could find, 
stripped them of possessions and of their 
clothing, marched them to a lighted fac­ 
tory building a kilometer's distance 
away, separated the women and children 
from the men (noblesse oblige' 1. forced 
the men to lie on the ground, and then 
sprayed bullets through their bodies 
within eyeshot of wives and children 
Score: nine Mozambique nationals, eight 
Malawi nationals ten Rhodesians dead, 
eleven wounded International protests 
were minimal 
The dispatchers tell us that Mr Ian 
Smith and other Rhodesian officials are 
plagued by bitter personal feelings 
toward the British delegation For some 
reason this does not entirely surprise 
me The British asked for. and got from 
most of the west, cooperation in the anti- 
Rhodesian diplomatic offensive in 
protest against apartheid in Rhodesia — 
the same sort of thing that was a way ol 
life in the South of the United States until 
about 15 years ago. Now they do nothing 
to express convincing indignation over 
the acts of terriorism being used against 
Rhodesians by neighboring blacks who. 
if truth be toid. have only just now dis­ 
covered the issue of human rights and 
democracy. There is. moreover, abun­ 
dant evidence that the discovery of 
human rights is something they have 
been taught by Communist missionaries. 
Most of the ammunition fired at the mas­ 
sacre in the Honde Valley in Eastern 
Rhodesia turns out to have been 
manufactured in the Soviet Union, which 
has ammunition left over even after 
shooting all the East Germans who seek 
to escape to West Germany Why should 
Ian Smith take seriously the moralisms 
preached by the British under the cir­ 
cumstances? 


1 would guess that Rhodesia will go 
down And I am not all that certain that 
it ought not to go down under the com­ 
plex circumstances of its existence. But 
are there grounds for taking moral 
satisfaction in how it is being brought 
down0 Does anyone suppose that the 
regime that will replace Ian Smith s will 
bring about an appreciation of human 
rights? 
The hypocrisy of almost every inter­ 
national adventure of the United States 
is so dismaying as to encourage all the 
latent 
isolationism in the American 
system We have never been worse off 
than when answerir.«» the summons to 
moralize all over the world We are do­ 
ing this in Rhodesia and. if Mr Andrew 
Young has his way, we shall be doing this 
in South Africa: and — wait and see — 
for the benefit, primarily, of the Marx­ 
ists
